McKean, the Acting Commisdioner of 
Customs at Hoihow, ‘We have described 
the report as the most interesting one 
to Hongkong renders, because — this 
Colony will no doubt. be chiefly. con- 
cerned in the development’ of the trade 
of the Island, and so very little has 
been made known up to the present 
moment either in regard to what has 
actually, been done in, the way of trade 
there since the port was opened to 
foreigners, or the, commercial prospects 
of the place, .As the: place wae only 
opened on the 1st April in 1876, Mr 
McKean’s report only extends over a 
period of nine montha, to the end of the 
year, Tho Acting Commissioner deals
